Resolutions Adopted Asking the Legisia- 
ture to Amend the Law Regulating the 
Sale of Iutoxicating Liquors and to 
Adopt High License Measares—A 
Change in the Republican Platform In- 
sisted Upon—Some Strong and Instruct- 
ive Speeches. 

Des Mornes, Ia., April 2.—(Special.]—The 
Conference of the anti-prohibition Repub- 
ficans which closed in this city tonight has 

& noteworthy gathering in thai it rep- 
resented the business-men of the more popu- 
lous cities of the State, the cities where the 
present Prohibitory law has proven to be 
inefficient in the control of the liquor traffic. 

The delegates were all Republicans. They 

made an earnest plea for some relief that 

would unable the liquor traffic to We con- 
trolled where public opinion does not sus- 
tuin the present law. 

The Chairman of the conference, Mr. 
George C. Hubbell of Davenport, is a gentle- 
man who voted for prohibition and has ever 
sines its adopuon striven to secure its en- 
forcement. But he has become satisfled that 
the law so far as tne large cities are con- 
cerned is a failure, and though he is a bitter 
enemy of the saloons yet the conviction has 
been unwillingly forced upon him that they 
Will flourish ia their more repulsive and 
harmful fornis in the larger cities under the 
present law. 

The conference this afternoon was attended 
by 166 delegates, but tonight fully 200 dele- 
gates were present. The evening session 
was held at FVoster's Opera-House, and the 
building was crowded with people who 
listened to the deliderations of 
the meeting and shouted them- 
selves hoarse over the speeches and the 
resolutions. The gathering tonight was 
of the nature of an old-fashioned Republican 
meeting, and many who have grown luke- 
warm cheered with their old-time vigor. “I 
haven't felt so much like shouting,” said one 
of the veverans as he came away from the 
meeting. “since Grant was elected Presi- 
dent. Itell you I have felt most mighty 
lonesome since the party put things in such 
shape that I couldn’ march in the proces- 
sion, and it warms my heart to think that 
this may result in letting us people back into 
full communion with the party again.” 

Among the surprises of the day was ‘the 
reading of a letter trom Henry Rickel of 
Cedar Rapids, who has been a strong sup- 
porter of the lawand has done much towards 
attempting to secure its enforcement in 
Cedar Rapids. He recognizes that it cannot 
be made a success in the cities, and heartily 
indorses the move. Taken ali in all, the con- 
ference was an expression of an earnest, con- 
scientious effort to show that the present law 
is not effective in ali parts of the State, and 
that it should be modified. The gathering in 
no way represented the whisky interests, 
neither did it represent the kickers, but 
those Republicans who feel that it is time for 
the party to call a halt. 

OPENING THE CONVENTIUN 

When the convention met this afternoon 
there were 166 accredited delegates, repre- 
senting the following counties: Polk, Des 
Moines, Woodbury, Lee, Clinton, Linn, Mar- 
shall, Johnsom Scott, Pottawattamie, Union, 
Bremer, Jackson, Chickasaw, Carroll, Floyd, 
Story, Dubuque, Winneshiék, Piymouth, and 
Kossuth. : 

There were quite a large number of Repub- 
licans from different parts of the State who 
did not come as delegates. ticeabie alse 
among the spectators were a number of lead- 
ing Prohibition ista, who were much inter- 
ested in the proceedings. The venerabie 
Lewis Todhunter, who has been a father in 
Israeli among the temperance forces, occupied 
a seat in the front row. Mrs. Nettie Sanford 
Chapin, the widely-known journalist of Mar- 
shalitown, was there. Mrs. Chapin was for- 
merly a Prohibitionist, but years have taught 
wisdom, and she has joined the advocates of 
local option. 

Ex-Gov. Samuel J. Kirkwood of Iowa City, 
who has given the movement his unqualitied 
support from the start, was obliged to remain 
at home because of ill-health, In a letter to 
the convention he said: 

It appears to me that those who framed our 
present Prohibitory law and who have thus far 
sustained it have made a grave mistake. They 
seem to think that lawmaking is one of the ex- 
act sciences, and that the wisdom of a law, both 
in its purposes and its effects,can be demon- 
strated like a problem in mathematics. On the 
contrary, lawmaking under a Government like 
ours and for a people like ours 1s purely experi- 
mental, and all laws made for a free people must 
be and are subject to criticism and revision by 
those for whose benefit they are intended. Sub- 
stantially all our people admit that the excessive 
use of intoxicating liquors is an evil to be re- 
moved or lessened so far and so fust as it can be 
done, and the practical question is, How far and 
how fast can it be done? 

I am in favor of local option and high li- 
cense, with stringent regulations. I favor this 
policy because I believe it will better promote 
the public welfare than the present law does, 
But some of our prohibition friends say if such 
change shall be made i: the present law the Re- 
publican party will never carry an election in 
Iowa again. Well, that looks to me very much 
like an attempt at bulldozing, and the Repub- 
licans never took kindiy to that mode of argu- 
ment. They do not seem to be built that way.“ 
This policy has been pursued for some years by 
extreme Prohibitionists in Republican States 
that have not adopted prohibition, and is now 
threatened; here.

There was time, however, for a 
letter from Senator Sherman to be read, in 
which, after regretting his inability to at- 
tend, he gave his hearty approval of the bill 
as it has passed the House and intimated 
that there was no necessity of amendment. 
This was a disappointment to the 
Washington crowd, which had relied 
on Senator Sherman to further its 
sideshow. He is, however, of the opinion 
that the action of the House indicates clearly 
the public view, and it having been decided 
that the Fair should go to Chicago the Lake 
City should not be embarrassed with second- 
ary celebrations elsewhere. Tho committee 
is to meet again at 10 o’clock Friday morning 
and an effort will then be made to finish the 
bili so that it can be reported to the Senate 
and taken up for action Saturday. The full 
est opportunity, however, will be given mem- 
bers of the committee to offer amendments, 
as Senators Farwell and Cullom believe that 
after the committee has passed judement 
there will be little disposition in the Senate 
to suggest further legislauon. The Daniel 
proposition and any others that may be made 
will therefore be voted on Friday. 

The Washington lobbyists are working 
mostly on Democratic Senators who are 
members of the committee. They place a 
good deal of reliance on Messrs. Daniel, 
Kenna, and Gray, as these Senators all come 
from States close to Washington and might 
be inclined to favor some sort of an appropri- 
ation for a celebration at the National Cap- 
ital. Senator Farweil, however, counts 
nearly all the members of the commuites 
among his personal friends, and they are not 
apt to take any course that will embarrass 
him. 

The advice given to the Washingtonians 
by a number of Senators is to bring in a sep- 
arate bill specifying what they want and not 
try to load up the Chicago bill. The Daniel 
amendment proposes to strike Sec. 8 of the 
Chicago bill, which provides for the cere- 
monial opening of tne Exposition at Chicago 
in October, 1892, and to insert in its place the 
following: 

.& That said commission shall provide 
for an international celebration at the Capital of 
the United States in October, 1802; that the plan 
of said celebration shall include the erection of a 
statue of Christopher Columbus, to be unveiled 
with appropriate civic and military ceremonies 
at the City of Washington on the 12th day ot Oc- 
tober, 188, which ceremonies shall be preceded 
by a grand review of the navies of the world— 
first. in New York harbor, and, second, at Hamp- 
ton Roads; the erection at the Capital of the 
United States of a memorial hall suitable for said 
ceremonies on the 12th of October, and also 
suitable for inaugural receptions, international 
conventions, and for statuary and portraits of 
distinguished Americans; that the President of 
the United States especially invite the Presi- 
dents of the eighteen American sister Republics, 
the King of Italy, the Queen of Spain, and the 
Presidents and reigning sovereigns of all other 
nations to visit the United States in 1892 aud join 
with him in the ceremonies attending the unveil- 
ing of said statue of Christopher Columbus; that 
on the completion of said ceremonies at the 
Capitol of the United States the foreign repre- 
sentatives and guests be invited to visit Chicago 
and join in suitable ceremonies in dedication of 
the buildings of the World's Columbian Exposi-

While te 
special catise for the abatement of the 
numsance is the coming of the Exposition it 
is the duty of the city out of consideration 
for the health and comfort of its own citizens 
to give them a pure atmosphere at the 
earliest possible moment. Aldermen are so 
given to procrastination, and they are s0 
slow todo anything which is for the benefit 
of the community, that the friends of the 
Lake-Front Park cannot begin too early and 
cannot be too persistent in their demands. 
They must not lose sight of the fact that if 
the smoke nuisance is not sure to go their 
site can never be chosen. . 


THE ASSESSMENTS AND TAXES TO BE 
RAISED. 


Tun TRIBUNE stated before the election 
that the Chicago Tammany was aiming at 
the capture of the Town Assessors in order 
that the valuation of wroperty might be 
shoved up so as to be taxed heavier and a 
Tammany Council and a Tammany County 
Board be enabled to increase the tax levy; 
creating more offices and making more places 
with which to reward members of the organi- 
zation. Without the Assessors on their side 
Tammany can do little, for they are masters 
of the situation. The Constitution limits the 
taxes of counties to 75 cents on the hundłed 
dollars, and limits their indebtedness and 
that of cities to 5 per cent on the State valua- 
tion. A statute eighteen years old which it 
may be hard to get repealed limits city 
taxauon for general municipal purposes to 2 
per cent on the same valuation. As the as- 
sessment goes up taxes and indebtedness can 
go upalong with it. If it remains as it: Was 
the tax-eaters have no fresh meat. 

The Democrats have elected the Assessors 
of the three towns of the old city, which are 
the wealthy ones. Therefore in the same 
issue which announces their election the 
senior Democratic organ notifies these As- 
sessors that they must push up their vaiua- 
tions several notches higher. It says that 
the city needs more money. The plausible 
pretext is that the Fair will be beld here 
three years hence and that the city must be 
put in condition by that time. The real ob- 
ject is to get more money with which to pay 
wages to Tammanpites. 

The senior organ takes the ground that it 
Will not come hard ona wealthy place like 
this to pay a few millions more for city taxes. 
It hides the fact that every taxing agency 
in the county which is under Democratic 
control will proceed to take advantage of the 
mmcreased assessment. Supposing it is 
doubled. Where the city. under its 2 per 
cent limitation collects four millions other 
purposes will collect four more, for the Tam- 
many Aldermen will take every cent they 
can get. Where the County Board now ap- 
propriates.a miihon and a half it will then 
appropriate three millions and get the money 
out ot this increased assessment. The city 
will pay a larger proportion of the State 
taxes. It will pay larger West and North 
Side Park taxes. If the total assessment 
were four hundred million instead of two nun- 
dred as at present the Council would be able 
to put the city into debt to the tune of twen- 
ty millions, or seven and a half more than at 
present. How long would it be before Tam- 
many Aldermen sold those bonds and used 
the proceeds for “public improvements” for 
the benefit of Tammany contractors?

THE GRANGER RAILROAD CONTROL DOC- 
TRINE NOT REVERSED. 

A number of papers have spoken of the re- 
cent decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the milk-rate cases from Minnesota 
as a reversal of the “Granger doctrine” as 
to State control over railroad charges. This 
view seems to prevail in Minnesota, as is 
evidenced by the violent resolutions of the 
State Farmers’ Alliance demanding an 
amendment to the Federal Constitution and 
the abolition of the Supreme Court to pro- 
tect the people from corporate greed and 
alleged judicial tyranny. The Minnesota 
farmers think that under this last decision 
of the Federal Supreme Court “each detail 
is to be fought over in a succession of courts 
with interminable litigation, thereby practi- 
cally nullifying or reversing the great de- 
cisions of the same court made some years 
since in the Granger cases.” This is an 
erroneous opinion. The recent decision in 
no wise affects the doctrine laid down in the 
original Granger case which went up from 
this State some eighteen years ago. The 
Illinois law on which that decision was 
besed did not fix arbitrary freight rates and 
compel railroads to carry for shippers at a 
loss, but it prescribed certain charges as 
prima facie evidence of what was reason- 
able and just. Ifa railroad could show that 
the rates prescribed were unremunerative it 
could have them corrected and put up 80 
they would yield a fair profit. The law it- 
self so provided. 

At the first step in its railroad legislation 
Iliincis made the same mistake into which 
Minnesota has fallen so many years later. 
The Iihnois Constitution of 1870 had a care- 
fully drawn clause declaring that the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall pass laws to correct 
abuses and prevent unjust discrimination 
in the rates of freight and passenger tariffs,” 
but in the exercise of this authority the Leg- 
islature heedlessly overstepped the proper 
limits, just as was done in Minnesota recent- 
ly, and with like results. For instance, in 
prescribing the short-haul rule the Illinois 
Legislature made a greater rate for a less 
distance conclusive evidence of unjust dis- 
crimination in disregard of the fact that the 
Constitution did not proyide for the prohibi- 
tion of all discrimingtion,. but only that 
which was unjust. The Illinois Supreme 
Court held the law invalid. In rendering the 
opinion Judge Lawrence said: 


Before this act can be enforced it should be so 
amended as to correspond with the requirements 
ofthe Constitution by directing its prohibition 
against unjust discrimination. It should make 
the charging of a greater compensation for a less 
distance or for the same distance merely prima 
facie evidence of unjust discrimination instead 
of conclusive evidence as it now is. 


Thus the Illinois Supreme Court ruled just 
the opposite of the Supreme Court of Minne- 
sota, and in so doing saved great delay and 
vexation and established ua firm foundation 
for the “Granger law” and the general 
system of railroad control in Illinois. Act- 
ing on the doctrine laid down by the court 
the Lilinois Legislature amended the law in 
1873 so as to make the rates fixed under it 
prima facie instead of conclusive evidence. 
Thus amended the law stood the test of all 
courts and furnished the basis for the cele- 
brated ‘*‘ Granger decision“ in the tribunal of 
last resort. LDlinois was fortunate in secur- 
ing spsedy correction of an error into which 
Minnesota should not have been misled so 
many years later and in the light of such in- 
structive experience. Other States (notably 
Iowa) carefully observed the limitations of 
the Illinois law and in the most radical leg- 
islataon for the control of railroads made the 
scales of rates prima facie and not conclusive 
evidence. 

Mistaken in the belief that the original 
„Granger case” has been reversed the Min- 
nesota farmers are in error aiso in thinking 
that the recent ruling will leave each de- 
tail to be fought over in a succession of courts 
with interminable litigation.“ On the con- 
trary if arailroad seeks to avoid the rates 
fixed by a railroad commission it must make 
its contest in a smgle case and against the 
State and not with a multitude of shippers, 
The question as to the reasonableness of a 
particular rate could not be raised in a con- 
troversy with a shipper, and in such a case 
a railroad could not justify itself in charging 
a cent more than we rate fixed by authority 
of the State. Inasuit between shipper and 
carrier over a particular charge evidence 
could not be received aliunde (as the law- 
yers say) the rate authorized by the Legisia- 
ture. In dealing with shippers a railroad 
could not lawfully charge more than the 
rates authorized by the Legislature, and 
if it desired to contest the rea- 
sonableness of such charges it must attack 
the schedules asawhole and bring a suit 
against the State to restrain it from enforc- 
The whole tendency of the re- 
cent decision is to prevent multiplicity of 
suits and the original Granger doctrine is 
not in any way impaired. 

There is one way only in which the recent 
decision might operate to oppress the public, 
and that would be where Judges in the lower 
courts would restrain the enforcement of 
State rates and the controversy would be 
tied up in the courts for years, during which 
time the carriers could levy on traffic for all 
it would bear. Such seemed to be the situa- 
tion in lowa not long ago, but Judge Brewer, 
seeing the hardship that would follow, re- 
versed his decision and gave the railroads 
the hot end of the poker to hold during the’ 
litigation. They were then glad enough to 
Crop the matter and accept the rates pre- 
Scribed by the Stgte. Will not other Judges 


fieal as fairly by the public as did Judge 


Brewer!

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CITY EMPLOYES AS VOTE DRUMMERS. 

Theoretically the meu who work for the 
city as policemen, firemen, bridgetenders, 
sanitary inspectors, clerks, or in any other 
capacity, are supposed to be the servants 
of the public, hired to perform certain 
specified duties for the benefit of all, irre- 
spective of party. But that theory does not 
apply to Chicago, where for the last ten days 
every city employé has been neglecting his 
duty and spending his time in drumming up 
tough voters for tougher Aldermen and town 
officers. The policeman has been hustled off 
his beat, the bridgetenders were summoned, 
and the clerks taken from their books, while 
the sidewalk and street inspectors have been 
routed out of the saloons, where tney are 
usually to be found, to canvass the lodging- 
houses and the dives for votes for the 
Mayor’s candidates, 

For the City Administration tock a warm 
interest in the fight which ended Tuesday, 
and resorted to all means, fair and unfair, to 
secure the success of its candidates. All the 
men in the city service, under an implied 
threat of dismissal if they did not obey, were 
turned out to work for pet candidates, who 
with hardly an exception were the men who 
ought to have been defeated. It did what no 
previous administration ever ventured to do, 

This army of policemen and other city em- 
ployés which patrolled the wards for a week 
prior to election had much to do with the 
result, and saved many a tough Alderman his 
seat. Every man on whom rested the shadow 
of the bridewell or the jail was no- 
tified by the detectives that if he did 
not vote for the Mayor's candidates 
something might happento him. Every man 
who had a weak spot somewhere in his reo- 
ord was told that he might suffer from un- 
pleasant publicity if he did not fall into line. 
The keepers of the low-down whisky shops, 
for the revocation of whose licenses there is 
always sufficient cause, got word that munic- 
wal favor would be withdrawn from them 
and their law-breaking would not be over- 
looked if they did not turn out—they and 
their barkeepers and their bummer auxilia- 
ries—for the candidates of the administration. 
The gaming-houses were called on this time 
for voters, rather than money, and every- 
body, from proprietor down to the humblest 
roper-in, was marched to the polls. Every 
lodging-house was ordered to do its full duty 
or there would be trouble. Asa consequence 
their dying inmates were carted to the polls 
and voted. 

These recruits which the men, paid by all

party, marched to the polis day before yes- 
terday are comparable only with those whom 
Falstaff enlisted.

WHY THE FA RS NEED HELP. 

The tariff report of the McKinley commit 
tee is another proéfjof the strong ana general 
feeling: in Congress that the farmers are in 
need of help and something must be done for 
them. The desire to do this pervades both 
Houses, although an occasional complaint is 
heard that the agricultural class should be 
singled. out for favor. Tne answer 1s that 
the farmers are the victims of one of those 
great industrial changes which are almost 
revolutionary in character and imperatively 
require that the industry particularly af- 
fected, being one of prime importance, shall 
have the aid and support of the Government 
in its time of trial. The present generation 
has witnessed two tremendous changes inci- 
dent to the introduction of improved systems 
of transportation—the opening of the Suez 
Canal ana the building of Western railroads 
in the United States. In its effect on com- 
merce and in the destruction of invested 
capital the opening of the Suez Canal 
was considered an event without parallel. 
Millions invested in shipping became worth- 
less, old routes of commerce were aban- 
doned, and traders and carriers were left 
with their occupation gone. The Suez Canal 
gave a short cut to the great wheat fields of 
Northern India for the supply of England. 
A somewhat similar change has followed the 
introduction of railroad transportation 
throughout the Great West in this] country, 
but here agriculture is the industry affected 
and farmers alone are the victims. 

Railroad extensions which have suddenly 
brought within reach of the markets vast 
areas of rich virgin soil and caused an 
enormous increase in the yield of farm prod- 
ucts and a consequent fall in price have 
been advantageous to the non-agricultural 
and food-consuming classes at home as well 
as abroad, just as they have borne hard 
on the Western farmer. Just as railroads 
were extended westward and new farms 
opened the farmer had to meet doubled and 
redoubled competition. An enormously in- 
creased acreage was made to contribute to 
the food markets every year, and the conse- 
quence was that in the absence of crop fail- 
ures abroad this country had a vast excess 
over and above what it could possibly con- 
sume. With supply greatly in excess of de- 
mand it was inevitable that the farmers had 
to accept depressed prices and a remunera- 
tion universally conceded to be inadequate 
for their toil. When goods and wares are 
cheapened people are apt to buy and use 
more of them and wants increase with the 
ability to gratify them. It has been claimed, 
indeed, that thé best definition distinguish- 
ing man from animals is that which declares 
him a creature with progressive wants,“ 
never satisfied and always desirmg more 
than he has obtained. In respect 
to food, however, man remains on 
pretty much the same basis as the animal 
and beyond a fixed limit his wants cannot 
increase. The most prosperous man can- 
not need more than turee full meals a day 
and most persons find it better to eat less. 
Cheapness of food does not stimulate the 
petite or increase the amount of nutriuon

Tarif charges on Canadian products 
cannot add to the value of the wheat, 
corn, beef, pork, and flour produced 


home consumptuon, but they surely would 
take away the opportunity to exchange a 
part of the surplus with Canaagian farmers. 
Nor is it possible to enlarge the number of 
consumers in the manufacturing industries 
so that the entire enormous agricuitural 
product shall be consumed in this country. 
It ie beyond the power of Congress to add to 
the price which the farmers of the West re- 
ceive for their surplus products. Changes of 

the tariff based on this idea will surely prove 
misieading and disappointing. It is, how- 
ever, in the power of Congress to benefit the 
farmers by reducing the cost of the goods 
they take in exchange for their surpius 
products so that an increased amount can be 
obtained for their crops. The British farm- 
ers have felt the effect of increased competi- 
tion from America and a consequent reduc- 
tion of their prices, but they have stili ob- 
tained rates which seemed high to the Amer- 
can farmer and their manufactured goods 
and wares have cost them little more than 
one-half. Western farmers can receive ben- 
efit from Congress only by such reductions 
of the tariff on the necessaries as will lower 
their cost of living. That is the only way in 
which the tariff can be reformed to the ma- 
terial advantage of farmers, and if it is not 
done by the Republicans in this Congress it 
will be by the Democrats in the next in a 
radical and perbaps reckless fashion.

DEATH OF GEN. THOMAS d ANDERSON. 


The Famous Louisiana Politician Breathes 
Hig Last at New Orieans. 

New Osgtzaxs, La., April 2.—[{Special.|— 
Gen. Thomas C. Anderson of St. Laudry 
Parish died at a hotel in this city at 2 o’clock 
this morning of Bright’s disease, after two 
weeks iliness. He was the central figure of 
the Louisiana Returning Board that in 1876 
secured for Mr. Hayes the Presidential Chair, 
but suffered conviction and imprisonment. 

He was boron in Prince William County, 
Virginia, and came to this State in 1839. He 
located in Washington, La., where as mer-

for in any Circuit Court of the United States in 
the district in which the defendant resides or is 
found, without respect to the amount in con- 
troversy, and shall recover three-fold the dam- 
ages by him sustained, and the costs of suit, in- 
cluding a reasonable attorney's fee.

The opinion is expressed that final arbitra- 
tion would be desirable; “ never*heless it 
seems impracticable at the present time to 
bring abouta general arrangement of that 
kind. Arbitrauion which a party is at liberty 
to disregard at pleasure is not arbitration at 
all. The committee therefore perceives no 
alternative but to preserve to each line the 
right of independent action in the establish- 
ment of freight rates in substantiaily we 
manner heretofore in vogue.“ One recom- 
mendation, however, is that if interested 
lines agree to do so they may arbitrate their 
differences, in which case the award is to 
stand good for at least ninety dite. The re- 
port adds: 

In respect to territory the agreement is so 
framed that it may embrace all the lines west of 
the Central Traffic Associaton from the Domin- 
jon of Canada to the Gulf. At the same time its 
operation is limited to the freight and passenger 
traffic of subscribing Members, so that a failure 
to secure the signatures of lines in certain sec- 
tions of this territory would not embarrass its 
work in other purtions. 

The plan submitted provides a simple method 
for establishing, publishing, and amending rates, 
rules, and regulations affecting freight and pas- 
senger traffic respeetively, and places the duty 
of maintaining them upon the Presidents of the 
respective lines. The power of making freight 
rates is vested in turee territorial organizations, 
acting monthly upon notices given of proposed 
changes, but preserving to members e right 
of mdividuail action without appeal in 
case tney desire to assume that re- 
sponsibility when two-thirds of the members 
do not assent to the proposal. Joint meetings 


of the freicht associations are provided for in. 


proper cases, the intention being that each line 
Shall Bave a permanent representative in each 
association in which it operates who shall be, 
first and last, the party responsible for its rates. 

In important cases a meeting of Vice Presi- 
dents and General Managers of interested lines 
may-be calied, whose action, ifjunanimous, is to 
be authoritative. 

The principle that the making of differential 
rates between points or commodities requires 
unanimous action is believed to be sound, and 
will cause propositions to be made in the form of 
the establishment of rates as such, and not of 
relative rates, as nag of late become somewhat 
common. ’

ing of rates, and the recommendawon is there- 
fore so framed as to put them upon the same 
footing. at the same time retaining the subject 
within the control of the association so far as is 
required to prevent advantages and to avoid se- 
cret arrangements.

The truck lines, when the Inter-State law 
became effective, set to work subject to 
equal rates. Soon the weaker lines failed 
to carry the proportion of tonnage to which 
they felt entitled, whereupon they demanded 
the establishment by their lines of lower 
differential rates. These demands were con- 
ceded. They became known to the Inter-State

Virtually there is no difference between that 
arrangement and a distinct agreement to di- 
vide une traffic in accordance with certain 
fixed percentages, Inasmuch as the purpose 
in establish the differential rates is to en- 
able lines to ure their recognized or ad- 
mitted shares of the business.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE “Q.” ROAD. 


Results of the Year’s Operations— President 
Perkins on the Situation. 

The annual report of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad company was issued 
yesterday. It confirms the excellent monthly 
reports of the operations of the road. 

The gross earnings for the year were $26,- 
778,312; operating expenses, taxes, rentals, 
interest on bonds and sinking funds, $24,052,- 
750; net earnings, $2,725,562; interest and 
dividends received, $672,836; total, $3,398,426; 
dividends paid (4 pér cent), $3,055,704; sur- 
plus, $342,721; net land receipts, $201,443. 

In 1888 the gross earnings were 323.789, 167 
and the net $4,739,980. Of the merease in 
gross earnings in 1889 nearly all was in the 
freight department, where tne receipts were 
$18,190,000, an increase of $2,706,000 over 1888. 
The outside system of controlled properties 
are included in the above only so far as they 
have paid interest and dividends which 
have gone into miscellaneous income ac- 
count, This outside system a year ago con- 
sistea of 1,115 miles of standard gauge of 
road, 218 miles of narrow gauge, and 95 miles 
jointly operated. It has been reduced during 
the year by forty-eizht miles of narrow 
gauge road, the Denver, Utah and Pacitic, 
which has n broad-gauged and taken into 
the system proper. 

The total debt of these properties not 
owned by the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
is $17,171,000, against $16,460, a year ago. 
The gross earnings from these outside prop- 
erties were $7,345,347, against $6,041,906 in 
1888; net earnings, $2,294,357, against $1,303,- 
O45 ; a Chicago, Buriington & Quincy. 
$636,436; net deficit, $354,366. 

The report says it should be remembered 
that 1885 was the year of the engineers’ 
strike, which cost the company $5,000,000. In 
fact, the net suse showed a decrease in 
1888 as compared with 1887 of $8,125,000, of 
whioh $1,553,000 was on the outside system. 

President Perkins devotes two pages to the 
railroad situation, in which he says: 

It is more and more apparent as time goes on 
that until the Inter-State Commerce law is mod- 
ified we cannot hope for a settlement of the rate 
troubles. The long and short haul rule, as inter- 
preted, and the prohibition of pooling have been 
shown to be insurmountable obstacles to the 
satisfactory conduct of business. Slight moaifi- 
cations to the two provisions, while preserving 
all the ple want—namely: just and uniform 
rates—would enable the roads, with reasonable 
State laws, to so regulate themselves as to give 
afair opportunity for profit. This is becoming 
so obvious that your directors hope the public 
will not longer refuse to give the relief. 
Railroads are fixtures, and can not be taken 
away, no matter how unprofitable they are. 

in the West are owned almost wholly by 
rsons living in the East, hence public opinion 
as beeen slow to see that regulations making 
roads uaprofitable would either deprive people 
of facilities ‘or transportation or — them in 
any other way. The prosperity of the com- 
munity is so largely dependent upon the facili- 
ties for transportation that the public will in- 
sist upon having them. We are forced to the con- 
clusion that the laws must and will be amended 
by the good sense of the people, so that roads 
can be as business undertakings on 
business principles.

Limiting the Draft in the South Branch. 

Commissioner Purdy will today issue an 
order umiting the draught of vessels in the 
South Branch of the Chicago River to fourteen 
and ove-haif feet. Harbormasters will be in- 
structed to secure tugs and lighters to at once 
remove grounded vessels at owners’ expense 
or tie the boat to the docks until the water 
rises, The order will reduce the capacity of 
vessels loading in the South Branch 10 to 20 
per cent, and will cause great annoyance to 
vesselmen. Itis rendered necessary by the 
low water in the South Branch. 

Commissioner Purdy’s order results from 
the following communication from City Eu- 
gineer Nortnway yesterday: “In view of the 
excessively low stage of water in the lake 
and river, I think it would be well to notify 
vessel-owners that we cannot from nowon 
guarantee more than fourteen or fourteen 
and a half feet of water in the river, and 
that if vessels taking a deeper draft than 
this are brought in it will certainly lead to 
blockades in the river.“ 

The Commissioner said that a request had 
deen sent in to the Law Department, with tne 
concurrence of the Mayor, asking the Cor- 
poration Counsel to prepare an ordinance 
providing that the dredging of the river be 
done by special assessment, two-thirds of 
the expense to be borne by the abutting 
property-owners on the river—in other 
words, the owners of dock frontage—and 
one-third by the. general taxpayers. The or- 
dinance will be for the new Council, 
and will no doubt be adopted.

Joutet, III., April 2.—[Special.j—The Ital- 
ian, Polish, and Swedish stone-quarry work- 
ers to the number of 600, who were on a 
strike for higher wages, paraded the. streets 
today. After visiting each quarry they 
headed towards Lockport and the stone- 
quarries situated up the river. The news 
soon flashed about the city that the quarry- 
men were again on a strike and were visit- 
ing all the quarries and compelling the men 
at work to quit and join them. Investiga- 
tion developed the fact that a quiet and con- 
certed movement had been on foot for some 
s among the quarrymen to strike April 
1 Yor cents — hour instead of 15 
cents, the scale current. for the winter 
months. The strikers marched north and 
at Free’s quarry, Kraker’s quarry, Wien- 
borg’s quarry, the James Bruce company, 
the Globe Stone company, and tne 
Sanger, Moody and Steele company 
they compelied every man to quit work and 
go home, after which the strikers dispersed 
and went to their homes, promising to be on 
band in the morning to see that no one went 
to work until the demand for higher wages 
was satisfactorily settled. It is reported 
that the strikers will have a meeting tomor- 
row morning at 8 o’clock at the Joliet Stone 
company’s quarries, and if no settle- 
ment ie made the strikers will march to Le- 
mont and compel every quarry in the Des- 
piaines Valley to shut down.

Mr. Fithian’s Minority Report on the Ton- 
nace Subsidy Bilt. 

Wasnrxeton, D. C., Avril 2—[Special.}— 
Representative Farquhar on behalf of the 
merchant marine will offer a resolution fix- 
ing a day toconsider the Tonnage Subsidy 
bill.

marine legislation. He holds that if subsidies 
are to be granted upon the ground that the 
busine’s of navigating ships does not pay 
without Goverument aid, the farmer has an 
equal right to demand that the Government 
y him a subsidy upon the products of his 
arm in order that his business may be more 
profitable.

Burial of the Remains of Archbishop Heiss 
—Shooting at a Daring Bargliar. 

MitwavKez, Wis., April 2.—[Special.]— 
The remains of the late Archbishop Heiss 
were laid to rest this morning in a vault be- 
neath the chapel of St. Francis’ Seminary. 
The burial services held in St. Francis’ 
Chapel were very impressive, the priests of 
the seminary and of Pio Nono College cele- 
brating the office of the dead, with the Rev. 
Father JZeiminger as director. Requiem 
mass was celebrated by Bishop Katzer, after 
which the funéral procession, the pupils and 
students passed out of the chapel, first 
through the east door, the chapel bell tolling 
its solemn moments the while. From the 
east door of the seminary around the 
north side to the rear of the chapel the 
pupiis and students formed in open 
lines and stood with uncovered and bowed 
heads as the procession passed through. The 
novitiates came first, then the St. Francis 
choir, chanting in solemn tones, then the 
long long line of priests, ali in black cassock, 
white surplice, and black beretta. Follow- 
ing these came the Bishop with bis deacons 
of honor. Immediately behind the Bishop 
the open casket was borne by eight priests, 
and lastly came the nuns with bowed heads 
chanting the Miserere. After a brief cere- 
mony at the vault by Bishop Katzer the 
casket was lowered to its final resting-place. 
The Archbdishop’s will was filed for 
probate today. It is very short, cov- 
ering only one page of legal cap, and 
is dated at La Crosse, Feb. 13, 1890. The 
whole of his estate 1s left to the Rt.-Rev. 
Killian Casper Flasch, who is made the sole 
executor. paragraph in the will states: 
“In making this will, in order to avoid any 
misunderstanding that may hereafter arise, 
I state that the reason why I have not pro- 
vided for my beloved family relatives is that 
they are already provided for.”

DISADVANTAGES AND ADVANTAGES.

littie one uses its’ syntheic or classifiying 


faculty. . 

“ Even more esséntial are the outdoor oc- 
cupations. I suggest for the children a pile 
of sand, a load of kindimg-wood, and a 
swing. The sandpile satisfies the instinctive 
desire to master material nature. The kin- 
diing satisfies the inherent desire to construct 


or build things that have a certain perma- 
nence. The swing will satisfy the instinct- 
ive desire for freddom—to fly through the 
air like the bird does. The sense of flying 
satisfies the childish longing tor freedom of 
motion.“ 

The lesson for the day was then taken up. 

“The true attit of growth is that of 
one hand reaching up for heip and the other 
reaching down to help,“ said Miss Harrison. 
“The little child naturally looks up. All 

ple about him (or her) are stronger, 
arger, and more capable. It is more diffi- 
cult to teach him to look down to those 
weaker than he and to reach outa heiping 
hand to them. The instinct to do so is 
strong in the child, but we too frequently 
ruin or pervert it, by such ill-considered 
taunts as, ‘See, your little brother can do 
that as well as you,’ arousing either his jeal- 
ousy or the tyrant’s sense of superiority over 
the weak.

For the gods look down. 

Exclaims Aurora Leigh. The power to help 
another human life is the greatest on earth. 
Let each one strive to give this power to the 
children. But a formal doing for some one 
eise engenders Pharisaism. Let it always be 
voluntary with the child. A little friend of 
mine said to his mamma after she had given 
him money to put into the contribution box 
at Sunday-school: 

„Guess I won’t buy any more heathens, 
mamma; Ill save the nickel and get some 
crayons.’ 

“The child had no sympathy with the 
heathens. He did mot know them or care 
about them. It w vague, utterly useless 
thing to the child’s mind. Better far would 
be some simple little action expressing his 
love for something. All right domg is 
grounded on right feeling. Arouse the affec- 
tions of the child for something less than it- 
self. Lou can begin with the younger baby, 
letting the little boy or girl pretend to take 
care of it, and nearly all animals will quickly 
respond with signs of joy to a child’s care. 

“But to be truly godlike the child must 
learn to nourish without receiving a quick 
return, to have not only tenderness and gen- 
erosity but patience and courage. Every 
child should be given the care of plants. 
Give it things to cherish which will perish if 
it stays away, ang teach it to be pawent and 
to wait with faith tor the results. This will 
teach it to plant the seeds of kind words and 
wise helpfulness and not expect to see the 
results. All tne great work of the world 
has to be done this way. Patience and cour- 
age win the great batties of life. 

“ Froebel has called children the ‘seed 
corn of the future.’ Let me impress upon 
vou these points: 

“1. The nurture of the seed must begin 
even before it appears on the surface. 

“2 The seed must have the right kind of 
soil from which to draw its nourishment. 
The child must have the right environment. 

“3. The seed must have plenty of sun- 
shine; and to follow the idea further the 
chiid needs positive rather than negative 
training. ä 

4. There is danger in too frequent trans- 
planting. This thing of moving around from 
board. us-house to boarding-house and of 
much traveling is highly prejudicial to the 
healthy development of the child. 

„. Plants must be watered atgthe proper 
time. Many a mower has forced her chila 
into lying by accusing it of wrong-doing at 
the moment of discovery when the chiid is 
weakest to resist the temptation to lie. It is 
not with impunity that you can penetrate 
into the sanctuary of a child's soul. It will 
rebel against the attack and close like the 
sensitive plant that is approached rudely or 
inconsiderately. 

6. The lily cannot be watered directly on 
the roots. Each plant requires its own kind 
of treatment.“ 

7. We must not expect our plants to blos- 
som in a day.’’ 

Miss Harrison, in taking farewell of the 
class, spoke of her own little children,“ the 
neglected waifs,some of whom had been 

thered into the free kindergartens on the 

orth, South, and West Sides of the city. 

It is a mistuken idea that motherhood is 
motherhood the world over,” she said. The 
brutality of some mothers in the lower class 
of society to their children amazed and 
startled me. Thousands and thousands of 
little ones are kicked and cuffed 
about until they get old enough to go on the 
street as refugees. How can you expect 
them to grow up into honest, truthful, Goa- 
loving, and God-fearing men and women? 
They have never h a high ideal heid up 
before them. To such as these the kinder- 
garten is a God-sent messenger. I wish I 
might enlist your sympathy and assistance 
in this work of doing in some measure for 
the poor little outcasts what you are so 
earnestly and zealously doing for your own 
loved little ones.“

MES. ERNEST E. HUTTON SAYS SHE 
DOES NOT OWE HER SON 840,605.

Her Son Ig Henry W. Kingsbury and She 
Wants = Judgment for That Amount 
Set Aside—Mrs. Hetty Green Withdraws 
One Suit and Files Another—Legsal

Ernest E. Hutton is seeking in Judge Collins’ 
court to set aside a judgment for $40,605 rendered 
in favor of Henry W. Kingsbury in the Probate 
Court against his mother, Mrs. Evelyn Hutton. 
The plaintiff is Mrs. Hutton’s fourth husband. 
Hutton, who married her in 1887, had been at- 
tending Oxford with young Kingsbury. Up to 
the year 1887 she was his guardian. The United 
States Mortgage company, which had been on 
her bond as guardian, asked her to resign, claim- 
ing she had appropriated some funds beloning to 
her ward. She was succeeded by Herman G. 
Powers, and he by ex-Congressman Jobn V. Le 
Moyne. When Kingsbury the elder died, leaving 
an estate of $800,000, the son got the largest 
share. The Probate Court decided that Mra. 
Hutton was indebted to him in the sum of $40,605, 
for which amount a judgment was entered. Be- 
fore an execution could be levied she had trans- 
ferred all her property to Hutton in considera- 
tion of “love and affection.” Hutton claims 
that the Probate Court had no autbority to enter 
judgment. He also claims that Kingsbury is in- 
debted to his mother. Mrs. Hutton swore 
that she received a quit-claim deed from her son 
in 188%. They are not now on good terms. 


Mra. Green Will Try Again.

Green to set aside Judge Collins’ finaing, con- 
firming the sale of Sec. 21 of Cicero to George

The recent admission of the new American Cot- 
ton Oil stocks to the list of “unlisted” securi- 
ties has raised a storm, and a resolution of in- 
quiry into the whole subject of allowing trading 
in securities about which the Stock Exchange 
has not full information was adopted. It is he a 
that the responsibilityof the Stock Exchange 
for the unlisted stocks traded in is prac- 
tically as great as for the listed ones, as 
the public hardiy knows the difference nor 
discriminates between the two classes. There 
are indications that this sume spiritis at work 
among some of the members of the Governing 
Committee of the Chicago Stock Exchange. No 
one claims of course that a stock exchange is re- 
sponsibie for the good management of corpora- 
tions whose securities are traded in on its floor, 
but it is responsible to the extent that the securi- 
ties shall not be given the indorsement of a place 
on its list till definite information is furnished 
showing what tangible property they really rep- 
resent.
